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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Bennett et al. fails to 
disclose producing an output signal in response to said monitoring including, producing an output signal indicative of artifact if non- 
repetitive electrical activity is detected at both the first and second electrodes, producing an output signal indicative of an 
electromyographic response if non-repetitive electrical activity is detected at the first electrode but not at the second electrode, or 
producing an output signal indicative of potentially inadequate anesthesia if repetitive electrical activity is detected at both the first and 
second electrodes. However the Examiner disagrees. Bennett et al. discloses producing an output signal indicative of an 
electromyographic response if non-repetitive electrical activity is detected at the first electrode (104) but not at the second electrode (102, 
106, 108, 110) in that Bennett et al. teaches each electrode (102, 104, 106, 108, 110) producing an output signal [0086] indicative of an 
electromyographic response. Therefore, the first electrode (104) produces an output signal indicative of an electromyographic response 
of the Corrugator muscle even when no other electrical activity is taking place at other muscle groups.
